Kabob and Green Cakes Form an Epi- 


curean Meal For Five Cents. 


Margherita Arhna Hamm, a clever 


writer on the New York Mail and Ex- 
press, says that every country has its 
owu httlo delicacies, and the British 
soldiers -who pour into Egypt undoubt- 
edly buy from the street hawkers the 
green cakes, and possibly tho kabobs, 
for which the laud of the Nile is fa- 
mous. 


The kabob is broiled meat, but is 


broiled 111 GO ridiculous a fashion as to 
bo rc,illy funny. The peddler uses a lit- 
tle chaiooal furnace, something like 
those in uso by our plumbers. In it he 
keeps up .1 small bnt hot fhe.

\Vheu a customer ap- 


pioaches., the hawker takes a small picco 
of meat, mutton or goat, the latter be ing 
the most popular, cuts it with a shaip 
knife into a long ribbon, vmds it aioiand 
tho pkewer and places it over tho chai- 
coal fire Some of the drippings aie col 
lected, and, with a little salt or salt arid 
spice, makes a pleasant traice foi the 
Irabob when it is done Tho cooking is 
very rapid. What with Uio heat of the 
fire and the thinness of tho meat, if is 
thoroughly done in two or thiep minute"

could not strike as they were in the 
employ of the United States.

Now a 
road in the hands of receivers a 
pointed by the United States Court 
issues a bulldosing order to employes. 
The question now is, If men employed 
ou railroads in the hands of receivers 
are Government employes, has the 
Government gone into the business of 
intimidation for the purpose of getting 
votes for MeKinley ? 


Has it come to this ? That men in 


tho employ of the United States Gov- 
ernment must tell for whom they in- 
tend to vote under the implied threat 
that if they do not obey the order or 
signify their intention of votingagainst 
the gold trust they will incur the dis- 
pleasure of the receiver and probably 
be discharged. 


HOW A FARMER SEES IT. 


A gentleman, who spent a day in Kan- 


sas City a week ago, said be visited the 
market place in that city. A salesman, 
apparently engaged for the purpose, 
offered a load of corn for sale. There 
were no bidders and the farmer drove 
ofl with his corn. The next offer was a 
wagon-load of early rose potatoes, 
twenty-five bushels, in bulk. 
Bids 


started at fonr cents per bushel and 
the load sold at eight cents per bushel, 
two dollars for the load. Our inform- 
ant inquired of the farmer if he could 
afford to sell potatoes at eight cents 
per bushel. 
He answered that he 


conld not, but that one of his boys 
needed a pair of trousers and a pair of 
shoes, and he had to sell the potatoes 
to get money to bay clothing. "lama 
Republican'' said he, " but I am going 
to vote for Bryan as the only relief Mc- 
Kinley offers me is to raise the price 
of the trousers and shoes, while, if we 
have free coinage, I will get a higher 
price for my potatoes and can afford to 
pay a little more for my trousers and 
shoes."

They have to sell the products of 
their farms and their labor at lees than 
cost. This fact is Apparent to the dull- 
est intellect, and all the logic of Mr.

The 
Methodist Church was struck by light- 
ning and damaged $50,000, and fifty 
other building, some of them factories, 
were unroofed by the wind, and hun- 
dreds of trees were blown down. 


A trolley car on the Columbus & 


Donegal road, Pennsylvania, 
broke 


loose on a steep grade. There were 
ninety passengers on the train and 
they became panic stricken. The car 
was running a mile a minute when it 
leached a sharp curve and loft the 
track. 
Seven passengers were killed 


and fifty injured. 


O, W. Winthrop, who is charged with 


kidnapping James Campbell, the aged 
Hawaiian millionaire, was arrested in 
Oakland, California. He was disguised 
and gave his name as Al Brunson, but 
the detectives recognized him. He 
protested his innocence. 
Newspaper 


accounts of Campbell's adventures and 
$60 in gold were found in Winthrop's 
clothing. 


The weather east continues unusually 


hot. Seven deaths nnd seven prostra- 
tions from heat were reported from 
New York City yesterday. At Peoria, 
Illinois, there were three deaths, and 
at Cincinnati one death from tho heat. 
In the tenement districts of Chicago 
there was great suffering, and 
the 


coroner's office was kept busy holding 
inquests on the victims of the heat. 


The Bryan reception committee, con 


sisting of about sixty prominent citi- 
zens of Pittsbnrg, Pa., arrived at Can- 
ton, Ohio, the* home of McEiuley, two 
hours before the arrival of the Bryan 
train. The committee called on Major 
MeKinley, who received them cordially 
and delivered a brief address iu which 
he thanked them for the visit and assur- 
ed them that it gave him great pleasure. 


William J. Bryan continued his 


journey to New York yesterday. Ho is 
accorded an ovation everywhere along 
the road. He left Chicago a little be 
fore midnight and large crowds sur- 
rounded the train at every stopping 
place. He met General A. J, Warner 
of the Bimetallic League, and George 
E. Peck of Wisconsin. Peck was against 
Bryan in the convention, but now aa- 
sures him that he will carry Wisconsin. 
At Valparaso, Monroevillo and other 
-places in Indiana, and Van Wert, 
Forest, Lima, Delphos, Ana, Cresline, 
Bucyrus and Canton, Ohio, large 
crowds gathered, brass bands played, 
cannon boomed and the cheers of the 
people drowned all other noises. At 
Canton, MoKinley's home, Bryan ad- 
dressed the assemblage, and said: "He

Wood Palp. 


A- new and efficient machine for 


grinding a log into paper pulp and pro- 
ducing a superior quality of fiber is de- 
scribed iu The Manufacturers' Gazette 
ns having a metallic base, heavy and 
over an inch thick, pierced with holes 
throughout its surface, and tho inner 
surface corrugated; within is a heavy 
cyclinder, the outer .surface of which is 
corrugated, the corrugations running in 
a direction opposite to the casing. Now, 
when the cylinder is set in motion and 
a log of wood is placed between cylinder 
and casing, the corrugations strip the 
wood into a soft, fluffy, fibrous material, 
in appearance nearly like cotton—so 
nearly lilce it, in fact, as to be mistaken 
for that article by the uninitiated. In 
the final stage of this simple operation 
the fibrous material is forced through 
the holes which pierce tho casing of the 
machine.

THE BREECHLOADER. 


Improrammrtl la Chnu That Conduce to 


Kflptdlty of firing. 


Let us examine a breechloader and 


see what improvements hare beeu made 
•which may conduce to rapidity of fire. 
We seo that in the older pattern three 
motions were necessary to open the 
breech. First the bar which w fixed 
across the base of the block had to be 
removed, then a half torn had to be 
given to the block to free itsin its bed, 
and then it hod to be palled forward. 
Lastly, it bad to be thrown back on ite 
hinge, so as to open the gun from end to 
end. Wo are shown that in later pat- 
terns the cavity or bed into which the 
block fits is made in the form of a cone, 
so that the breech block itself can be 
turned outward without any preliminary 
motion forward. In artillery work time 
is every thingT and any one motion of 
the gunner's hands and arms saved is a 
point gained. 


Now let us look at the mechanism by 


which tho recoil or backward movement 
of the gun is checked at the moment of 
firing. Tho gun, slides into its cradle, 
and its recoil is counteracted by buffers 
which work in coil, something in tho 
fashion of the coil springs which we see 
on doors. Iron spiral springs push the 
gnu back again into place. Another in- 
teresting piece of mechanism is the elec- 
tric machinery by which the gun is fired. 
When the recoil has taken place, the 
wire, along which runs the electric cur- 
rent, is pushed out of place, so that it 
is impossible to fire the gun, even though 
it be loaded, until it has been again 
fixed in its proper position on the cradle. 
Truly a modern cannon is a wonderful 
machine, and yet it is only a develop- 
ment from the sort of iron gas pipe which 
was nsed in the middle ages. 


Hard by is a gun which has come to 


grief. In experiments which are carried 
on at Shoebuiyness guns arn charged to 
their full, or, as in this case, jaoie th&J 
their full strength. There is an ugly 
gash innmug down the outer case or 
jacket, as it is called, of the gun, and 
the latter has biokeu aud nearly jumped 
out of its cradle. Nursery phraseology 
certainly comes in strongiy m the tech- 
nical slang of gunnery when wo have tc 
do with Woolwich infants.—Chambers' 
Journal. 


X RAYS CAN BE SEEN 


Their Effects on Different 1'arts of the 


v 
Unman Eye. 


Dr. Brandes of the University ol 


Halle has succeeded in, rendering directly 
visible the X rays 'discoveied by Pro- 
fessor Eoentgen. The observation made 
by Professor Salviom, an Italian physi- 
cist, that lenses are in a very slight de- 
gree penetrable by Koeutgeu's rays, 
suggested to Dr. Brandes the idea that 
the invisibility might be due to circum- 
stances connected with this fact. He ac- 
cordingly resolved to test the effect of 
Roentgen's rays on leiiseless eyes. 


There are many people who have had 


the lenses of their eyes removed as 
remedy for extreme shortsightedness o 
for cataract. A girl who had had thi 
operation performed on both eyes, bu 
in whose right eye a remnant of the len 
had been left, allowed the experiinen 
to bo tried upon her. 


Piofessor Doni, whom Dr. Braude 


had interested in I he investigation, sub 
jected the girl quite unexpectedly to the 
rays, and, when the strong curren 
passed through the tnbe, which had been 
totally darkened, she declared that shi 
saw light with her left eye. Professor 
Doro and Braudes at first though! i 
possible that a spark had leaped across, 
but, when this had been rendered impos 
sible, the girl continued to declaie that 
she saw light. 


On further trying the experiment the 


two savants saw tho light too They 
then continued their investigations nik 
ascertained that Koentgen's r.iys realij 
affect the ictina. If wo placo our head, 
completely inclosed m 
ai> 
eutiiely 


opaque vessel, near the source of the 
rays, we see light even with the closet! 
eyes, and we seo it mot,t ck arly nt the 
periphery. Moreover, we continue to see 
it even when a large alunnuium plate, 
which would completely exclude electric 
rays, is placed between a Hittorf tube 
and the eye. Utter darkness, on the 
other hand, results if a thick pane ol 
glass, which, as is well known, is only 
m a very slight degico pcuotralilo by 
Boeutgen's rays, is placed between the 
tube and the closed or covered eye. — 
Berlin Cor. London Standard.
